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History" of the College 


Fort Hays Kansas State College is a state, tax- 
supported, liberal and applied arts college, established 
and maintained by the state to serve the people of 
Kansas, and particularly Western Kansas, in all ways 
for which such an institution is authorized, prepared 
and equipped to be of service. 

Fort Hays Military Reservation, established in 
1867 shortly after the Civil War, was abandoned by 
the United States government in 1889. From that 
time until 1900, a proposal for wise use of the land was 
repeatedly presented to Congress by far-seeing resi- 
dents of the area. In 1900 the government enacted 
legislation granting the land to the State of Kansas for 
three designated purposes: As a state college, as an 
agricultural experiment station and as a state park. 
All are now in existence on the land. 


Old Fort Hays, 1 867-! $81) 



The college opened June 23, 1902, with 34 stu- 
dents, two faculty members and 19 courses* For two 
years the college held its sessions in two old Fort Hays 
buildings on the fort grounds* 

The institution has grown steadily until it now 
has an enrollment of about 3000 students and offers 
more than 700 courses, with nearly 170 faculty mem- 
bers. This growth is further reflected in a college 
building program that includes remodeling several 
campus structures and constructing new housing for 
men, women and married students; new maintenance 
buildings, and an addition to the science facilities* In 
the planning stages are a one-million-dollar unit of the 
speech and music center, a new library and a six-story 
women’s dormitory. 

The campus is located immediately to the south- 
west of the city limits of Hays, on Big Creek, which 
meanders through the campus. The campus proper 
consists of about 80 acres. The campus and the adja- 
cent state park furnish adequate areas for recreation 
and sports* Tennis courts, running tracks, football 
Felds, hockey, soccer, touch football and picnic areas 
aie available and are in almost constant use in season. 

The college reflects the unique blend of new and 
old, tradition and progress, that is so much a part of 
the life of the city and much of the area*

Paul “Busch” Gross, one of the 
best-known figures in Kansas college 
athletics, is beginning his 32nd year 
on the faculty at Fort Hays State. 
He has served the school as an ath- 
lete (1917-1921), a coach (1930-1946) 
and athletic director (1930-present). 

An all-state college choice as a 
quarterback in his career as a Tiger 
gridder, Busch contributed to the 
school’s first two athletic champion- 
ships as a member of the 1917 and 
1921 title-winning teams in the old 
Kansas Conference. 


After graduating, he coached at 
LaCrosse, Howard and Augusta for 
eight years before returning to his 
Alma Mater as head basketball coach 
in 1930. He served as co-director of 
athletics until 1935, when he assum- 
ed full responsibility for the job. 

Gross has his B.S. degree from 
Fort Hays State (1922), his master’s 
from the University of Missouri and 
has done additional graduate work 
at the University of Illinois, the State 
University of Iowa and Northwestern 
University. 


Division Chairman Walter Kroll 


Dr. Walter Kroll, chairman of the 
division of health, physical education 
and recreation, is starting his third 
year at Fort Hays State, 

Doubling as wrestling coach at 
FH3, his mat team turned in a win- 
ning 5-3-2 record in his second year 
as coach last winter, and the squad 
highlighted the campaign by winning 
team honors in the Missouri Valley 
AAU meet at Kansas City, Mo. 

A native of Chicago, Kroll at- 


tended Chicago schools before enroll- 
ing at Northern Illinois University, 
where he obtained his B.S, degree. 
He earned his master's from the Uni- 
versity of Illinois and his doctorate 
at the University of Indiana. 

His previous experience includes 
graduate assistants!] ips at Indiana 
and Illinois, with teaching experience 
in the Chicago Public Schools and at 
Elgin, III 
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Head Coach Wayne McConnell 


Coach Wayne McConnell, a veter- 
an of 18 years of coaching, is begin- 
ning his sixth season as head grid 
coach at Fort Hays State. He came 
to Hays after six successful years at 
College of Emporia, during which 
time he was named Little All-Amer- 
ican Coach of the Year. This honor 
came in 1953, after the second of 
three undefeated years at C of E. 
His six-year record at Emporia show- 
ed 39 wins, 12 losses and one tie. 

Before the Emporia stint, Mc- 


Connell coached seven years in Kan- 
sas high schools at Effingham, Gay- 
lord, Downs and Manhattan. His 18- 
year record in coaching includes 83 
wins, 53 losses and four ties, includ- 
ing a 14-29-1 mark at Fort Hays 
State. His best seasons at FHS 
were 1957 (4-4-0) and 1958 (4-4-1). 

He earned his bachelor’s degree 
at Washburn University in 1934 and 
holds an M.S. degree from Kansas 
State Teachers College at Emporia. 


Student Assistant Jim Casper 

Jim Casper, a three-time letter- 
man at quarterback for the Tigers, 
will help McConnell and McNeil as a 
student assistant coach. Casper’s 
playing career ended 
during the 1959 sea- 
son when he suffered 
a knee injury. He let- 
tered in 1954, 1955 
and 1959 and was the 
starting signal-caller 
during the latter two 
seasons. 


Assistant Coach Ed McNeil 

Ed McNeil, Bengal assistant 
coach, has worked with McConnell 
for nine years — five at College of 
Emporia and four at Hays — prior to 
this season. He also coached two 
years at the University of North Da- 
kota, where Baltimore Colt star Steve 
Myrha was one of his gridders. 

Ed was a third-team All-America 
selection as a tackle at Kansas State, 
where he earned his B.S. and M.S. 
degrees. He also spent more than 
three years in the Air Force before 
beginning his coaching career at Col- 
lege of Emporia.

Depth, particularly in the line, will be the big 
problem for the 1961 Fort Hays State football squad, 
according to early-season indications. 

The Bengals lost 10 lettermen from the line ros- 
ter at the close of the 1960 campaign, due to gradua- 
tion, dropout, transfer, injury and illness. The guard 
position may be particularly lacking in depth, with 
only two lettermen at that spot — and one lettered as 
an end. 

But the Tigers should have plenty of backfield 
strength and depth and should feature some outstand- 
ing individuals throughout the season, despite the thin 
ranks. There are nine backfield lettermen, including 
transfer Dave Parker, and at least four of them saw 
some starting action for the Tigers last year. 

The squad lost fewer candidates through scholas- 
tic ineligibility than in recent years. The other Tiger 
jinx of past seasons — injury to key performers — 
remains the big question mark. If the team can es- 
cape the injury bugaboo. Coach McConnell expects an 
improved season. The squad managed only a 2-7 mark 
last fall, downing two Nebraska teams, Kearney State 
and Omaha U. 

The roster as a whole reflects a bit more maturity 
than the 1960 list. The average age is about 19 1/2 
years, compared with last year's 18-plus. But the 
young linemen, particularly as guard and tackle, must 
come through to guarantee any wins for FHS. 

McConnell naturally expects his lettermen to 


carry much of the load this fall, with experienced per- 
formers like Cliff Lelker, Wayne Schumacher, Jerry 
Brown, Jim Baird, Jimmy Lee, Jerry Strecker, Kirk 
Pope, Larry Dreiling and Ron Schumacher back in the 
fold. 

But others will see a lot of action too — transfer 
quarterback Parker, transfer halfback Larry Bates, 
transfer guard Jim Sanderson, transfer end Charles 
Williams, sophomore linemen Karl Leiker and Jim 
Tinkler and junior center Wally Henrickson. 

And freshmen will be counted on to a considerable 
extent. Among the more promising are end Bill Wal- 
ters, Hays; tackles Dick Chastain, Russell, and Bill 
Lindner, Lakin; fullback Steve Worley, Clay Center, 
and end Leroy Bor re, Glenview, Ilk Many other year- 
lings could work up to a top position as the season 
moves along. 

The schedule remains tough — the same opponents, 
in the same order, as the Bengals faced last season. 
The slate includes a let ter man-laden Kearney (Neb.) 
team, always tough Northwest Missouri State, versa- 
tile Colorado College, pass-happy Eastern New Mexico 
U., a young and improving Omaha U. squad, rebuilding 
Emporia State, CIC powers Pittsburg and St. Bene- 
dict's and transfer-packed Washburn, 

Any improvement in the Tigers' record must 
come from a combination of two things — lack of injury 
to top performers and development of young personnel 
to fill the gaps left from 1960.

Cross Country Coach Alex Francis 


Alex Francis, Fort Hays State 
track coach since 1947, started cross 
country running at FHS six years 
ago. His teams finished second in 
the conference competition four years 
and third once since that time. 

The Bengals have had several 
outstanding runners under Francis’ 
reign. Bill Dunlap finished third in 
the NAIA meet in 1956 when the 
FHS team was second in the nation. 
Richard Lotton finished sixth na- 
tionally in 1958. 

Francis' track teams have won 
three CIC championships and shar- 
ed another while rewriting almost 
all of the school records. The first 
league track championship in the 
school’s history came in 1947, Fran- 
cis’ first year as cinder coach. 

The Tiger coach first came to 
the institution as an outstanding 
athlete, but was hampered by injur- 
ies throughout his collegiate career. 
He is a member of the athletic Fran- 
cis family of Oberlin, Kansas. One 
of his brothers, Sam, was an all- 
American football player at the Un- 



iversity of Nebraska and the top 
shot putter for the United States 
Olympic team in 1936. 

Francis earned his degree at FHS 
in 1935 and later received a mas- 
ter’s degree from the University of 
Missouri. He coached winning high 
school teams at Mankato, Holton, 
Oberlin and Abilene before serving 
five years in the Army Air Corps in 
World War II, Francis came to Fort 
Hays State shortly after leaving the 
armed service.
